Rural Address Changes 


A residents of Surf Pines have prob- 
ably received notice from Troy Kay 
Associates about the rural addressing 
project to create a uniform system for 
naming streets in the rural areas of the 
county and a numbering system that will 
make individual dwellings easy to locate. 
Primary goal of the proposed changes is to 
improve delivery of emergency services 
through an “Enhanced 911 emergency 
telephone system.”

On May 21 and 22 meetings were held in 
Seaside and Astoria to solicit public ques- 
tions and reaction to the proposals. Some 
Surf Pines residents attended one or an- 
other of the meetings and several have 
signed petitions requesting review of the 
changes that are suggested for this area. 


The project was initiated by an administra- 
tive rule of the Oregon legislature, in- 


structing counties to systematize and 
standardize their rural addressing in 
order to improve delivery of urgent 
emergency help. Funding is provided 
through state grants, so long as legal 
guidelines are followed, Documents that 
supply more information about the pro- 
posed plans are available from the 
Clatsop County Sheriff's Office and the 
Public Works Department. 


Final decision on the renaming and num- 
bering will rest with the County Board of 
Commissioners. The responsible county 
agencies, suchas the county surveyor and 
public works department are trying to be 
sensitive to residents’ requests as far as is 
possible within state and county legal 
requirements.

The board is comprised of seven residents 
who have volunteered their time, energy 
and expertise to the service of the commu- 
nity; they serve without compensation. 
They also have personal responsibilities, 
Pressures and commitments which limit

Letters should be signed, 
dated and mailed to the board at 2003 
Manion Drive and should include the 
writer's address and phone number. Please 
do not call board members unless the 
matter is urgent. 


Any matter that involves the county or 
other governmental agency should be 
handled directly with that authority. The

Dunes, Signs 


Dex owners often forget or are 
unaware that there are county, state 
and, in some cases, even federal laws and 
regulations that prevent or mandate cer- 
tain activities on and around property in 
Surf Pines. Two examples of governmen- 
tal control are the Coastal Beach Residen- 
tial (CBR) zoning designation that covers 
most of Surf Pines and the Soil and Water 
Conservation District dunes regulations. 


For those home owners on the west side 
of Ocean Drive who would like to en- 
hance their ocean views, it is well to be 
aware that while you may mow the grass 
and other vegetation, you may not plow it 
up. Using a bulldozer to get rid of the 
vegetation or attempting to lower the dune 
is strictly forbidden, Those who have tried 
these methods in the past have been sub- 
ject to fines and have had to replant the 
areas they have disturbed. The county 
enforces these rules very strictly and they 
exist for good reason. 


Similarly, the size of signs in the CBR zone 
is limited. In a residential area large, obtru- 
sive signs are inappropriate. Temporary 
real estate or other signs should be no 
larger than 260 square inches. Residents 
should also be aware that Surf Pines rights 
of way are our common property, admin- 
istered by the board. If you want to erect 
a sign, please check with the board before 
placing it on the right of way. No political 
signs may be put on common property, 
since they express individual preference.

Charlton- 
Malarkey Suit 


The suit against Surf Pines for $250 for 
removing fill from the ditch on the right of 
way along the Charlton-Malarkey prop- 
erty on north Ocean Drive has been settled. 
Inthe process of negotiation it was discov- 
ered that when Strawberry Hill was devel- 
oped the roads, including the north end of 
Ocean Drive, Malarkey Drive, and Elk Run 
Lane, were never properly deeded over to 
Surf Pines Association, although the asso- 
ciation must maintain them.

Gates and Security 


The new housing for the south entry gate 
is ready for installation; when that is in 
place the south gate complex should func- 
tion trouble-free for some time to come. 
Thestainless steel that protects the mecha- 
nisms of the gates should last much longer 
than the original housings. The north gate 
is to be supplied with a computer, like the 
south gate, so that usage at that end can 


also be monitored. Other repairs at the 
north end to enhance the gates’ reliability 
are under consideration. 


As announced in an earlier newsletter, 
sheriff's deputies are making random pa- 
trols in Surf Pines to check for speeders, to 
look for unsafe driving practices and to 
enhance protection against vandalism and 
trespassing. Members can expect a report 
at the annual meeting on the results of 
these patrols.
